"  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is 
the  name  adopted  in  its  corporate  capacity  by  the  Medical  Profession 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Every  legally  qualified  Medical  Prac- 
titioner in  the  Province  being  a  Member  of  this  College,  it  will  at  once 
be  understood  that  it  is  not  an  Institution  for  the  teaching  of  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  in  Ontario  was  first  incorporated  under 
this  name  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  1866.  This 
Act  was  subsequently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869, 
and  now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Province  are  regulated  by 
an  Act  passed  in  1874,  (37  Vic,  cap.  30),  which  is  commonly  known 
as  the  "  Ontario  Medical  Act." 

By  this  Act,  the  "  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  "  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  By-laws  : 
for  the  Kegulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  Medical  Education  ; 
for  the  admission  and  enrolment  of  Students  of  Medicine  ;  for  deter- 
mining from  time  to  time  the  Curriculum  of  the  Studies  to  be  pursued 
by  them  ;  and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before  whom  they 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  Examination  before  they  can  be  enrolled  as 
Members  of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified  to  practice  their 
profession  in  Ontario. 

The  Council  moreover,  has  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  it 
by  this  Act,  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  Practitioners  of  Medicine,  duly 
qualified  in  other  Countries,  may  be  admitted  as  Members  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario ;  this  being  the  only  mode 
in  which  they  can  become  legally  entitled  to  practice  their  profession 
in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  Students  of  Medicine,  the 
Profession,  and  the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  conformity  with 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  hereby  promulgates  for  the  Academic  year 
1879-80*  the  Kegulations  which  hereinafter  follow,  repealing  all 
others  heretofore  in  force. 

*The  Academic  year,  here  referred  to,  is  from  the  beginning  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Council  in  June  or  July  in  each  year  to  the  beginning  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  the  following  year.

SECTION  I. 

MATRICULATION. 

1.  After  1st  January,  1879,  the  Matriculation  Examinations  will 
be  held  in  Toronto  and  Kingston  alternately.  The  Examination  at 
Toronto  will  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after  Good 
Friday.  The  Examination  at  Kingston,  on  the  third  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  in  August  in  each  year,  and  both  the  Matriculation  Ex- 
aminers shall  take  part  in  every  Matriculation  Examination. 

In  this  Examination,  writing  and  dictation  will  be  included  : 
correct  spelling,  and  legible  writing  will  be  considered  imperative. 

2.  The  rules  laid  down  for  conducting  the  Professional  Examin- 
ations, shall  be  observed  in  all  respects  at  the  Matriculation  Examin- 
ations. 

3.  Every  Student  of  Medicine  must,  before  his  Professional 
studies  begin,  pass  a  satisfactory  Examination  upon  the  following 
Subjects,  before  the  Examiners  of  the  Council.

Ana  upon  one  of  the  following  Subjects,  (of  which  Students  are 
recommended  to  select  either  Natural  Philosophy,  or  one  of  the 
Modern  Languages,)  the  Candidate  having  the  option  of  naming  the 
Subject  upon  which  he*  will  be  examined,  viz.  :

4.  The  following  are  the  Text-books  to  be  used  in  this  Examina- 
tion. Where  more  than  one  is  named,  the  Candidate  may  select  the 
one  upon  which  he*  will  prefer  to  be  examined,  viz.  :

5.  Graduates  in  Arts,  or  Students  having  Matriculated  in  Arts  in 
any  University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  are  not  required  to  pass 
the  Matriculation  Examination,  but  may  register  their  names  with  the 
Registrar  of  the  College,  upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
qualifications  and  upon  paying  the  Matriculation -fee  of  Ten  Dollars. 
Graduates  in  Arts  who  have  attended  a  course  or  courses  of  Lectures 
on  Botany  and  Theoretical  Chemistry,  and  who  have  already  passed 
an  Examination  on  these  subjects,  will  not  be  required  to  undergo  a 
second  Examination  on  the  same,  provided  they  produce  tickets  for  one 
Course  of  Lectures  on  Botany,  and  also  tickets  proving  that  they  have 
attended  two  full  Courses  of  Lectures  on  Theoretical  Chemistry. 

6.  Every  Medical  Student  after  Matriculating  shall  be  registered 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  will  be  held  to  be 
the  preliminary  to  his  Medical  Studies,  which  will  only  be  considered 
to  begin  from  the  date  of  such  registration. 

7.  The  valuation  of  the  answers  of  the  several  candidates  at  the 
Matriculation  Examinations  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Examiners  to 
the  Registrar,  together  with  the  questions  and  the  written  answers  of 
the  Candidates,  as  soon  as  they  have  been  duly  valued  ;  the  result  be- 
ing detailed  in  a  schedule  to  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
Examiners.     - 

8.  Any  Candidate  who  shall,  after  June,  1878,  fail  in  any  branch 
of  his  Matriculation  Examination,  shall  be  held  to  have  failed  alto- 
gether, and  be  rejected ;  but  those  who  before  that  date  have  passed 
upon  some  of  the  subjects,  shall  be  allowed  credit  for  such  subjects  at 
a  subsequent  Examination. 


SECTION   II. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

1.  Every  Student  after  his  Matriculation  has  been  registered 
must  spend  a  period  of  Four  Years  in  actual  Professional  studies,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  dating  from  the  1st  of  April,  1878,  the  pre- 
scribed period  of  studies  shall  be  held  to  mean  48  calendar  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  date  of  Matriculation. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  of  any  College  or  University  recognized  by 
the  Council  will  only  be  required  to  pass  Three  years  after  graduating, 
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in  attendance  upon  Medical  Lectures  before  being  admitted  to  their 
Final  Examination  ;  no  tickets  for  Lectures  will  henceforward  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  Council  unless  two  certificates  are  endorsed  thereon  ; 
the  first  specifying  the  number  of  lectures  actually  delivered  in  the 
course ;  and  the  second,  testifying  that  the  pupil  had  attended  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  the  same  ;  applications  for  every  Professional  Exami- 
nation must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  at  least  two  weeks  before  such  Examination ; 
and  no  application  will  be  received  unless  accompanied  by  the  neces- 
sary tickets  and  certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing 
that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

3.  Every  Student  commencing  after  June,  1880  (not  a  Graduate 
in  Arts),  shall  attend  Medical  Lectures  for  at  least  four  Sessions  of 
six  months  each. 

4.  Each  "  Six-Months  Course"  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  One 
Hundred  Lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  Courses  of 
Lectures^  in  a  University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of 
by  the  Council,  viz.. 

Two  Courses  of  Six  Months  each  upon  : 

ANATOMY, 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY, 

PHYSIOLOGY,  (including  Histology.) 

THEORETICAL  CHEMISTRY,

Every  Candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  twice  care- 
fully dissected  the  whole  adult  human  body. 

*  No  certificate  of  attendance  upon  any  Course  will  be  accepted  if  the  Teacher 
lectures  upon  more  than  one  Branch  of  Medical  Science,  nor  if  he  delivers  more  than 
one  Lecture  daily.  However,  the  Lecturer  on  Medicine  may  lecture  upon  Clinical 
Medicine  ;  the  Lecturer  on  Surgery,  upon  Clinical  Surgery ;  and  the  Lecturer  on 
Materia  Medica,  upon  Botany  and  upon  Medical  Jurisprudence.  Furthermore,  no 
certificates  of  pupilage,  nor  of  attendance  upon  Lectures,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
will  hereafter  be  accepted,  if  the  person  certifying  the  same  be  not  a  duly  Begistered 
Practitioner,  excepting  in  the  Subjects  of  Botany  and  Chemistry.

7.  Every  Student  before  being  admitted  to  the  Final  Examina- 
tion hereinafter  mentioned,  must  have  spent  a  period  of  Six  months 
in  the  office  of  a  regularly  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,*  in  com- 
pounding medicines. 

8.  He  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a  General  Hospital 
after  June,  1880,  for  twenty-four  months. 

9.  He  must  have  attended  Six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

10.  He  must,  before  being  registered  as  a  Member  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the  Examina- 
tions hereinafter  prescribed  ;  and  he  must  have  attained  the  full  age 
of  twenty-one  years. 

11.  (a)  All  persons  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the  Pro- 
vinces of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for 
Registration  in  this  Province,  must  pass  the  Matriculation-Examina- 
tion established  by  the  Council,  and  attend  thereafter  one  full  "  Winter- 
Course"  of  Lectures  during  two  Winter  Sessions  in  some  one  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Schools,  and  such  other  Course  or  Courses  as  may 
be  necessary  to  complete  the  Curriculum  required  by  the  Council,  and 
shall  pass,  before  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council, 
all  the  Examinations  hereinafter  prescribed.  This  does  not  apply  to 
Homoeopathic  student^. f 

(b)  Nothing  shall  exempt  residents  of  Ontario,  who  after  July, 
1875,  elect  to  pursue  their  studies  outside  of  the  Province  of   Ontario, 

*  The  words  "  regularly  qualified"  are  applicable  only  to  Practitioners  registered 
according  to  law.

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from  passing  Four  years  in  the  pursuit  of  their  Professional  Studies  ; 
such  Four  years  to  commence  at  the  date  of  their  passing  the  Matricu- 
lation Examination  before  the  Examiners  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Council. 


SECTION  III. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  Hereafter  the  Professional   Examinations  shall  be   divided   into 
two  parts,  namely,  a  "  Primary"  and  a  "  Final." 

2.  The  Primary  Examinations  shall  be  undergone  at  the  end  of  the 
second  winter  session,  and  the  Final  after  the  fourth  winter  session. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary  Exam- 
ination : 

a.  DESCRIPTIVE   ANATOMY. 

b.  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HISTOLOGY. 

c.  CHEMISTRY,  Theoretical  and  Practical. 

d.  TOXICOLOGY  AND  SANITARY  SCIENCE. 

e.  BOTANY. 

4.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Final  Exami- 
nation : 

a.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  ANATOMY. 

b.  THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE  AND  MEDICAL  PATHOL- 

OGY. 
e.  SURGERY,  other  than  operative. 

d.  SURGERY,  OPERATIVE. 

e.  MIDWIFERY  (other  than  operative),  and  diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 
/.  MIDWIFERY,  OPERATIVE. 

g   MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 

h.  MATERIA  MEDIC  A  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

5.  The  Primary  Examinations  shall  be  entirely  "  Oral."  The 
Final  Examination  shall  be  entirely  "  Written." 

6.  Any  candidate  who  fails  in  any  branch  of  his  Primary  Exami- 
nation shall  be  held  to  have  failed  in  all,  and  any  candidate  who  at  his 
Final  Examination  passes  creditably  in  four  or  more  branches,  but 
fails  in  the  others,  shall  receive  credit  for  the  subjects  so  passed  and 
be  compelled  to  pass  in  the  other  branches  only  at  a  subsequent  Exam- 
ination. 

7.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homoeopathic 
Examiners  in  the  special  subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  Examination  in  order 
that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing  their  identification  by  the 
other  students,  or  by  the  Examiners. 

8.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  signifying  his  intention  to  the 
Registrar  to  be  examined  and  registered  as  a  Homoeopathic  Practi- 
tioner due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  so  that 
the  Examination  may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  but  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  candidate 
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the  usual  fees  must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  candidates  present- 
ing themselves  for  such  Examinations  due  notice  must  be  given  by  the 
Registrar  to  the  special  Examiner. 

9.  The  next  Professional  Examinations  will  be  held  in  Toronto 
and  Kingston  simultaneously,  commencing  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
April,  1880. 


SECTION  IV. 

FEES. 

1.  The  following  scale  of  fees  has  been  established  by  the  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  :

different  times,  but  any  number  of  such  titles  as  are  allowed  to  be 
registered,  may  be  p*ut  on  record  at  the  first  registration,  for  the 
single  fee  of  $10. 

g.  Diploma  of  Membership  of  the  College $5  00 

This  Diploma,  which  is  handsomely  engraved,  and  printed  upon 
parchment,  is  granted  free  of  charge  to  all  those  Members  of  the 
College  who  attain  their  Membership  by  passing  the  Examina- 
tions of  the  College.  A 11  other  Members  may  obtain  it  on  appli- 
cation to  the  Registrar,  by  paying  the  above  named  fee  of  $5. 

h.    Annual-Contribution  from  Members  of  the  College  for  the 

YEAR  1880,  PAYABLE   TO   THE    REGISTRAR $1  00 

This  fee  is  payable  by  every  Member  of  the  College  on  the  First 
day  of  January  in  ea.ch  year.  The  attention  of  Members  whose 
annual  contributions  are  in  arrear  is  particularly  called  to 
this,  as  the  provisions  of  Section  XXII.,  sub-sec.  4,  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  will  henceforth  be  strictly  enforced. 

2.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  Canada,  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  College. 

3.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  any  Examination  until  the 
fee  for  such  Examination  is  paid  in  full. 

4.  No  part  of  the  fees  paid  either  for  Matriculation  or  Professional 

Examinations  will  be  returned  to  unsuccessful  Candidates.

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SECTION  V. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Guidance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

1.  No  Teacher  in  any  School  of  Medicine  in  Ontario  can  hold 
the  position  of  Examiner  on  the  Subjects  upon  which  he  lectures,  or 
upon  which  he  may  have  lectured  within  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  Examinations. 

2.  Any  Examiner  may  be  present  at  any  of  the  Examinations, 
and  there  must  invariably  be  not  less  than  two  Members  of  the  Board 
present  at  every  Examination. 

3.  At  the  end  of  each  Written  Examination  upon  any  Subject, 
the  answers  to  the  Questions  are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar, 
who  will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are  hereinafter  directed 
to  be  enclosed,  and  to  each  set  of  papers  affix  a  Number  by  which  the 
author  will  be  known  by  Examiners  during  the  Examinations.  The 
Registrar  will  then  deliver  the  papers  to  the  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject. 

4.  The  papers,  when  delivered  to  the  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject,  are 
to  be  by  him  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of  the  answers  marked 
by  means  of  Numbers,  ranging  from  0  to  100,  in  a  Schedule  which  will 
be  furnished  to  him  by  the  Registrar. 

5.  The  values  awarded  by  the  individual  Examiners  to  the 
answers  of  Candidates  are  not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  an 
appeal  by  the  Candidate  to  the  Council. 

6.  The  Examiners  shall  return  the  schedules  to  the  Registrar,  with 
values  inserted,  at  least  three  days  before  a  final  decision  of  the  Board. 
From  these  values  a  general  schedule  is  to  be  made  by  the  Registrar, 
and  no  change  of  value  can  be  made  after  such  individual  schedules 
have  been  returned  to  the  Registrar.  The  General  Schedule  is  to  be 
examined  as  to  its  correctness  by  the  whole  Board,  and  the  results 
announced  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board. 

7.  Papers  upon  the  Homoeopathic  Subjects  are  to  be  finally  sub- 
mitted to  the  Examiners  appro\ed  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  that  System  in  the  Couucil. 

8.  All  Oral  Examinations  are  henceforward  to  be  as  Clinical, 
Demonstrative  and  Practical  as  possible. 

9.  The  percentage  of  marks  necessary  to  be  obtained  at  the  Pro- 
fessional Examinations  shall  be  60  per  cent. 
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Rules  for  Candidates  ivhen  in  the  Examination- Hall. 

1 0.  Each  Candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  Ticket, 
containing  a  list  of  the  Subjects  upon  which  the  Candidate  is  to  be  ex- 
amined, and  it  will  entitle  him  to  be  admitted  to  the  Examination- 
Hall  during  the  progress  of  the  Examinations  upon  such  Subjects,  but 
at  no  other  time. 

11.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to  the  Questions  given 
by  the  Examiners,  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  whole 
sheets  of  paper,  and  the  number  given  with  each  Question  is  to  be  put 
at  the  head  of  the  answer  to  it.  The  sheets  are  to  be  paged  and 
fastened  together  in  regular  order,  by  means  of  paper-fasteners,  at  the 
upper  left  corner,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  the  first  page  facing 
outwards  to  the  view ;  they  are  then  to  be  folded  neatly  and  enclosed 
in  an  envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which  each  Candidate  is  to  write  his 
name.  The  packet  is  then  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  or  to  some 
one  deputed  by  him.  Neither  signature,  number  nor  sign  by  which 
the  writer  could  be  recognized  by  the  Examiner,  is  to  be  written  or 
marked  upon  any  of  the  sheets  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

12.  The  Questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homcepathic  Sub- 
jects will  be  handed  in  writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  General 
Examination  on  the  same  Subject,  by  the  Registrar,  to  such  Candidates 
as  have  given  him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III,  Sub-sec.  II. 
They  shall  write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same  Hall  with 
the  other  Candidates,  and  hand  their  papers,  when  finished,  to  the 
Registrar,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  other  Candidates, 
to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to  the  Homoeopathic  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  appointed  to  examine  upon  that  Subject. 

13.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in  answering  the  Questions, 
Candidates  must  be  careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally  under- 
stood, or  which  cannot  be  mistaken. 

14.  No  Candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hall,  after  the 
Questions  are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

15.  No  Candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the  Hall  during  the  hours 
of  Examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examina- 
tion. 

16.  Any  Candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or  reference- 
paper  to  the  Hall,  must  deposit  it  with  the  Examiner  before  the  Ex- 
amination begins. 

17.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while  the 
Examinations  are  going  on,  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  nor  in 
any  manner  whatever. 
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18.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear  themselves  towards  the 
Examiners  with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect  ;  and  they  will  not 
be  permitted  in  any  manner  to  manifest  approbation  or  disapprobation 
of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  during  the  progress  of  the 
Examination. 

19.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  decorum 
while  any  Examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held  strictly  re- 
sponsible for  any  impropriety  of  conduct  during  the  whole  progress 
both  of  the  Written  and  of  the  Oral  Examinations. 

20.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules,  will  lead  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  Candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it,  from  the  remainder  of  the  Exam- 
inations ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  examination-papers 
which  he  may  have  handed  in  to  the  Registrar,  previous  to  his  being 
detected  in  such  misconduct. 

21.  No  person  other  than  a  Candidate  for  Examination,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Examination  Hall,  except  those  officially  appointed  by 
the  Council  or  its  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  VI. 

Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  Students  in  certain  positions  with  regard 
to  their  Curriculum,  as  established  by  the  Council  at  its  Session  in 
May,  1879. 

1.  That  all  candidates  who  passed  their  first  year's  examination 
in  1879  before  the  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  may  present 
themselves  for  the  Primary  Examination  in  1880,  and  candidates  who 
passed  their  Second  and  Third  years'  Examinations  may  present  them- 
selves for  their  Final  Examination  on  completing  their  curriculum, 
including  Materia  Medica  and  Anatomy  not  passed.  However,  no 
candidate  in  any  case  can  so  present  himself  for  his  Final  Examination 
sooner  than  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  registration  as  a  Matriculant. 

2.  That  all  students  who  have  passed  the  First  and  Second  Years' 
Examination  under  Curriculum  published  in  Calendar  for  1878-9  may 
(if  they  so  desire)  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  conclusion  of  this 
course  under  such  Curriculum.  Every  examination,  however,  on  any 
primary  subject  will  be  entirely  Oral.
